AYS The Churchman: When we have made ail the moral ob- 
servations which occur to us concerning child labor, the pro- 


tection and schooling of our children, we are led to believe that 
ive have r.^ oven ioneh^rl th<» h<»art of iho matter. 
When 


Christ said, "Of such is the kingdom of heaven," He was not, 
there is reason to think, merely furnishing Christianity inspira- 
tion for Child Labor Sunday and the processes of democratic 
education. 


He must have been thinking about those clean springs of 


happiness and peace, of life unsoiled by worldliness, which is 
the estate of the little child. 
The Middle Ages contrived to 


keep some of those springs pure which the ages since have 
polluted. The fascination which a man like Sadhu Sundar 
Singh had for us western Christians who met him was due to the 
fact that he came to us with the heart of a child. 


If Christendom had kept closer to its Master, we should 


never have lost that high estate of sincerity and simple joy. It 
is what we most tragically lack in our careworn and fear-ridden 
civilization. We must see to it that it lingers in our churches 
and homes. 


Why New Parties Fail 


A 


group of representatives of fanners, workers and Farmer- 
Labor parties met in conference in Chicago last Monday to 


plan a movement for the election of working-class representa- 
tives at the coming November elections. No plans for a new 
political party were made but delegates voiced their expecta- 
tion that such a party would develop out of the movement and 
be ready for action in the next presidential campaign. 
] 


This approximate group every biennial election or so nib- 


bles at great opportunity and then is lost between the shoals of 
incompetent leadership and the failure to grasp the principles 
to which any successful liberal political movement must ad- 
here. 


A gain has been made in uniting farmer and labor groups. 1 


Such a combination is stronger and more democratic than a, 
separate movement of each group. But it is not sufficient for 
success. It excludes a large and determining portion of the 
citizenry which belongs to neither of these occupational classes 
but which has a cause in common with them as against all forms 
of privilege and the refuge which privilege finds in the old t 
party organizations. 
' 


Privilege and the old parties have nothing to fear from, 


new political movements so long as the latter regularly run i 
themselves, as they always do, into the ditch of group and class 
interest and of radical party orthodoxy. There are principles! 
upon which the working people of the United States could com-' 
bine and sweep the political offices of the nation clean. 
By! 


"working people" we mean not only laborers, mechanics and 
farmers but salaried and professional people, merchants and | 
everybody who works for an honest living without privilege. 


Economic and class groups, if they become strong enough, 


can dictate our government. And that is what judicious, liberal- 
minded people in the old parties fear. They don't want dicta- 
tion. They want honest administration on principles which 
destroy such privilege as is to be found in our present taxation 
system, in colossal inheritances and other anti-social institutions. 
They want government on lines of principle and not on lines of 
group interest or class interest. So long as sporadic political 
movements fail to realize this they will puff and sweat to no 
avail while privilege smiles in security. 


Offending 100 Percentism

ORBES' MAGAZINE, a financial publication in good stand-1 


ing, should be careful of what it serves its readers regard- 


ing the late war, as it is necessary to maintain certain standards 
of camouflage. A paragraph like the following in the current 
issue of Forbes is not in good taste measured by the standards 
of 100 percentism: 


A man must be sanguine indeed who sees assurance of pence1, 


amity and process in Kiiropo 
When the world war .started »heie 


were twenty-odd nations occup;. ing the continent. Today they .ire di- 
vided into thirty-odd. The'iacial antagonism, fends and jealousies aie 
«s strong as. if not stronger than, over. If the w.ir was to put iin end 
to war the effort, it would seem. was futile, for these is nothing in the 
situation today, except exhaustion of tin- people, to give usBuranc • 
against the turning once more or the contingent into a sluaghter 
house. 


Now this is all the more offensive to 100 percentism be- 


cause it is true and the truth has become an exile in this era of 
the greater plutocracy. Frontiers were drawn, as Koyne.s in 
his latest book, "A Revision of tho Treaty," observes "entirely 
irrespective of economic considerations" in many instances. In 
wiping out Alsace-Lorraine a dozen such regions have been cre- 
ated in Europe. They yre hotbeds of radical, economic and na- 
tional antagonisms that will some day throw off the lul. 


On the other hand the "peace" makers cannot undo their 


work in this respect now, for this would be merely to recast the 
antagonisms in another series of sore spots. 
Any tampering 


with the present frontiers at present would endanger tin- deli- 
cate house of cards erected by the builders who mot in Paris. 


This is the reality of the situation, but it i.s the fashion to 


indulge in pious "idealism" and pretense that all that remains 
is to get blood out of the German turnip. This expectation is 
also an illusion. 
Blood may he obtained, to be sure, but not 


enough to guarantee the survival of French imperialism. From 
every point of view this job of patching up the European 
Humpty Dumpty appears to be an awful task, and financial 
journals should be careful not to offend 100 percentism by hint- 
ing that everything is not as it should be.
